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Five \*eans ap) an article was puhlislied in these Procc'edings 
under tlic above title, j^iving a summary of the data at that 
tim(‘ available on tlie movements of th(' birds in the District of 
(’olumbia. 1die last hv(‘ years liav(‘ Ikvu marked by great 
activity in l)ird study. During each of theS(‘ years notes on 
migration liave been contributed by mor(‘ than twenty-live 
persons, connected for the most part with the Diological vSurvey 
or with the very nourishing local Audubon Sociedy. The fol- 
lowing table is based on these notes in addition to those already 
piddished, making a total of more than thirty-five years of 
observations. The first part of the table contains fi8 species, 
which oceur regularly in the District each year, arranged 
chronologically in the order of theii' arrival; to these is added 
a list of spccii‘S, visitors from the north, which are more or 
l(\ss common in th(‘ District during the winter, arranged in the 
ord<‘r of their departure. Tliis is followed l)y a list of 41 speci(‘s 
that occur in the District throughout the whc>le year. The 
three lists comprise a total of 148 species which constitute the 
regular l)ird population of the District, and most of which an' 
(‘ommon enough to be expected in the yearly list of any good 
observer. 

The District of Columbia in an ornithological sense includes 
th(‘ country within a radius of ten miles of the Capitol, but tins 
limit bas been exceeded to include notes taken at th(‘ Great 
Falls of the Potomac. Xo addition has be.en made to tlu‘ l)ii-(l 
list of this area during the past five years and th(‘ total still 
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stands at 293 species. Among the notable occurrences of rare 
visitors may be mentioned the Prothonotary Warbler at Dyke, 
Va., April 30-May 2, 1911; Pine Siskin, near Bennings, April 
6, 1912; Bachman Sparrow, one all the summer of 1912 near 
Lanham, Md.; Olive-sided Pdycatcher, May 9, 1912; King 
Hail, eggs May 30, 1910, near Long Bridge; Black Bail, near 
Bennings Bridge, September 1, 1908; American Bittern, at 
Dyke, April 8, 1911, and April 21, 1912; American Egret, at 
Anacostia, first three weeks of August, 1912; Little Blue Heron, 
several July 29 and Se|)tembt‘r 24, 1911, near Anacostia. In 
addition to the records of the PhiladeljJna Vireo already given, 
it has been noted May 17, 1888; May 29, 1897; September 22, 
188t); September lb, 1891; September 15, 1895; Septenibm- 
8, 10, 15, and 20, 189b, and Septeml)er 11, 1899.
